Kiev, Russia, Sept. 15.— The Russian 
premier, P A. Stolypin, was attacked 
while attending a gala performance at 
the opera here. 
He was wounded twice by his assail­ 
ant. 
One 
bullet entered 
his hand, 
while the other penetrated the body, 
grazing the liver and lodging in the 
epine. 
It 
is reported that the prem ier’s 
wounds are mortal. 
Em peror Nicholas was present in 
the theater at the time. The prem ier’s 
assailant was arrested. 
The two bullets were fired from be­ 
hind by a law yer named Bogrof. 
The assemblage tried to lynch the 
assassin. 
Some rei>orts have it that a musi­ 
cian also was wounded. 
The minister of finance, M. Kokovs- 
off, was sitting beside the premier at 
the time of the attack. 
This is not the first attempt made 
against the life of Prem ier Stolypin. 
W hen he was governor of Saratov in 
1905 three shots were fired at him, but 
without effect. 
Aug. 25, 1906, a bomb 
was thrown when Stolypin, then pre­ 
mier, was holding a public reception 
at his country house at Aptekarsky 
island. 
The 
premier 
was 
slightly 
wounded. 
Thirty-two 
persons 
were 
killed and a still larger number wound­ 
ed. 
Among the latter was the pre­ 
m ier’s 
fifteen-year-old 
daughter and 
his three-year-old son. 
W hen 
Stolypin 
accepted 
the 
pre­ 
miership in Ju ly, 1906, he was per­ 
fectly conscious of his danger. 
He re­ 
marked at the tim e: 
“ 1 have no doubt that attempts will 
be made upon my life, but I hope that 
order will be restored and stability 
established in Russia before they are 
successful." 
As Stolypn outlined the policy of 
the government, it was to be one of 
“ strong handed reform.” He promptly 
issued circulars to the provincial au­ 
thorities directing them to spare no 
efforts to prevent disturbances. 
As 
m inister of the interior, prior to tak­ 
ing over the premiership, he was as­ 
sailed in the duma. in making his 
first speech, with cries of “ .Murderer” 
and “ Assassin'' when he defended the 
alleged illegal acts of police officials 
and provincial governors in the suie 
pression of disorder. 
The retaliatory steps which he took 
against 
the terrorists and 
Liberals 
alike won him the detestation of the 
advanced parties and the support of 
the administration. 
He quarreled fre­ 
quently with the duma and was v ic­ 
torious in liis disputes with that body 
owing to the confidence which the 
emperor placed in him. 
Stolypin resigned as premier and 
m inister of the interior on March 20 
of this year, but three days later re­ 
considered his action.
